This paper is submitted in response to the final office action dated August 11, 2005 
("Final Office Action"), in which the Examiner allowed claims 4, 5, 18, 19, 31, and 32, found 
that claims 9-13, 22-27, and 35-40 would be allowed if rewritten in independent form and 
rejected claims 1-3, 6, 7, 14-17, 20, 21, 28-30, and 34 as obvious (35 U.S.C. §103) in view of 
prior art.
